Larg# d«c(rle Lnromotlir««s 

The most powerful cltfctrlc locomo- 
tives yet used are two of the Londou 
Underground railway. Each liKoino- 
tive, according to a description of Mr. 
Alexander Ricuiens, carries two motors, 
and the use of all gearing is obvlafoil by 
wiping the arinutures of the motors on 
tli^h-xlos of the locomotive wheels. 
Tests of the four ihotor.s before they 
were fitted to their places gave from 
forty to fifty horsepower each for three 
of them— the other being much mure 
powerful— and cfficiencica of about UO to 
04 per cent. 

Each locomotive fully e<iuip]ied weighs 
13>{ tons, and its unloaded train weigh, 
twonty-ouotuns, n fall load ladng ninety- 
six )NU>sengcrs, The average |K>wer of 
each locomotivo requires a current of 
not more than fifty aniix:rcs, although 
in starting os much ns 140 amperes must 
be bad.— Ohio tRato Journal. 

Four Mrtliodt of I'retorvlng. 

Of the four principal manners of pre- 
serving food in use todav drying aud 
enring (the latter term Inuloding salting, 
smeking and antiseptic processes) arc not 
mmlurn, while tinning and freezing are 
entirely new. Tinning dates nominally 
from lt)04, when Appert made the first 
attempts at inclosing food in hermetical- 
ly cluscd boxes, but a long course of 
trials and impruvemeuts had to be gone 
through before tbe ezcelleuue of today 
was obtained. Dried vegetables were 
Introduced by Chollet in 1843, hut the 
products of that jieriud were miserable 
in comparison with those turned out 
now.— Blackwood’s Magazine,
